| Flights of the Balloon Racers. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—All nine of the bal- 
loons which left here Saturday to race 
to the coast in an effort to establish a 
mew long distance mark have come 
to earth. All of the crews landed safely, 
although three had narrow escapes from 
death. 

No records for distances were made, al- 
though the official measurements may 
lengthen the estimated distance of 800 | 
miles covered by the Fielding, which | 
Janded at West Shefford, Quebec. The/| 


present long distance record is 872 miles, 





made by the German balloon Pommern, 
from St. Louis to Bradley Beach, N. J., 
Oct. 23, 1907. 

Five of the balloons descended in Cana- 


da and four came to earth in Michigan. 
One, the Ville de Dieppe, dragged for ten 
miles through the waters of Lake Michi- 
gan, but landed safely. The Illinois came 
down into Lake Ontario rear Picton. Ont., 
and its crew was rescued by a yachting 
party. A third, the Columbia, dragged its 
crew through barbed wire fences and | 
jammed them up against a post so that 
they could not extricate themselves with- 
out the help of the farmers on whpse land 
they fell. 


Dragged Through Lake. 


Most eventful were the experiences of 
Capt. A. R. Mueller of the French bal- 
loon Ville de Dieppe and his seventeen- 
year-old comrade, George Schoeneck, a 
Chicago boy. Only quick work saved 
them from the waters of Lake Michigan, 
from which they shot skyward to an 
altitude of 7,000 feet within seven min- 
utes after they were dragged through the 
lake for miles. 

Hardly was the Ville de Dieppe out ,of 
sight from its starting place than it stot 
downward in a gfull-like swoop into the 
lake at a point about three miles from the 
mouth of the Chicago River. It had 
been inflated to only 75 per cent. of its 
capacity owing to a patch in the gas bag, 
the strength of which was problematical. 

The huge bag bounced upon the waves 
like an enormous rubber ball, while the 
two occupants climbed into the network 
and fses«tened life preservers about their 
bodies. Capt. Mueller quickly analyzed 
the falling condition of his balloon as the 
result of too much ballast. He cast the 
eight bags of sand overboard, then the 
dragging anchor, then the numerous aero- 
nautical paraphernalia, and finally, after 
throwing out his own and Schoeneck’s 
coat, the food and water, leaving only 
the wicker basket and its occupants, 

The basket was submerged to the 
shoulders of the Frenchman, who is 6 feet 
2 inches in height, and it was with diffi- 
culty that he was able to get back above 
the ‘‘ring’’-of the balloon and into the 
netting. He then clasped the life pre- 
server about him and tied it to the netting 
far above the basket. The boy in the 
meentime had removed his shoes and was 
prepared to jump into the water, believing 
that his only chance of life rested in his 
ability to swim three miles to shore. 
Capt. Mueller beckoned to him to retain 
his place, and it was with difficulty that 
Schoeneck was induced to stay above in 
the netting. 

The Cincinnati Offered Help. 

The Cincinnati passed over them while 
they were in this plight and promised to 
send assistance. Mueller waved them on 
their course, as the Ville de Dieppe was 
already beginning to right herself, acoord- 
ing to the direction of the wind. 

For ten miles the basket was dragged 
over the surface of the water at a rapid 
rate. Sometimes it dipped alarmingly 
into the waves, and at others rose a few 
inches above the surface. Schoeneck 
clung desperately to the rigging, the joint 
of the big bag nearly tearing the cords 
from his grasp. 8o tightly was he com- 
pelled to clinch the ropes that his hands 
were cut deeply by the rasping of the 
cords, 

Then, without warning, the balloon 
swept into a stratum of warm air and 
leaped to a height of 7,000 feet. The ear 
drums of Schoeneck and Mueller nearly 
burst from the effects of the sudden 
change, the boy screaming with pain 
and shivering with cold. Mueller, de- 
spite his own misery, took the lad in his 
arms and warmed him as much as pos- 
sible. Fortunately the bag did not re- 
main long at the high altitude, beginning 
to descend slowly almost immediately. 

How long they remained above the 
clouds was impossible for Mueller to 
determine. Without instruments he was 
unable to calculate time, direction, or 
distance. Soon, however, they were able 
to distinguish the lights of a town and 
they knew that solid groun@ was beneath 
them. They passed these lights and then 
aighted another group. Certain that a 
g@afe landing place could bé found, Mueller 
made preparations to descend. 

The valve was opened gradually, and 
the balloon settled slowly. At 8:50 o'clock 
they landed gently in a field three miles 
from Benton Harbor, Mich. The rip cord 
‘was buried in the soil, and it took three 
hours of hard work before the bag could 
be gathered into a compact roll. At mid- 
night the men boarded an electric car 
and went to Benton Harbor, where they 
| tried vainly to send a message to Chicago, 

as the regular telegraph office was closed 
for the night.

400 HOUSES BURNED IN HAITI. 


Fire Sweeps Port-au-Prince and De- 
stroys. Prison and Arsenal. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 5.—A serious 
fire raged here this afternoon in the vi- 
cinity of the palace and Senate Building. 
The flames spread quickly, there being @ 
high wind: Four hundred buildings were 
burned, including the Court House and 
the prison. All of the prisoners, includ- 
ing a number of women, were taken to 
other quarters before the building took 
fire. 

About 4 o’clock sparks were carried to 
the arsenal, which also was destroyed, 
together with stores of powder and am- 
munition. The burning of the arsenal 
was accompanied by many heavy explo- 
sions. The firemen were aided by a large 
section of the populace in fighting the 
flames and a force from the French 
cruiser Chasse Loup Laubat, but, not- 
withstanding their efforts, it seemed al- 
most impossible to prevent the further 
spread of the conflagration. 

For a time a panic prevailed, but later, 
as the intensity of the fire diminished, 
the people became calmer. Heavy explo- 
sions, however, continued. Several hours 
after the fire started the landing station 
of the cable company, which is near the 
arsenal, was surrounded by flames, and as 
this dispatch is being sent it is feared 
communication will soon be interrupted. 


Port-au-Prince, capital and chief city 
of the Black Republic of Haiti, 1s sub- 
ject both to earthquakes and to fires. 
On account of the likelihood of the 
former—the clty was almost destroyed by 
earthquakes ‘In 1751 and again in 1770— 


| the houses are built chiefly of wood, and

A deficient water supply, due to the 
disrepair into which the aqueduct built 
by the French has been allowed to fall 
during the negro régime, leaves these 
wooden buildings an easy prey to con- 
flagrations.

MIDSHIPMEN MADE TROUBLE. 


Dance Hall Manager Says They Re- 
fused to Share Floor with Sallors.

NEW LONDON, Conn., July 5.-—The 
cruiser Olympia, Capt. Benson’s flagship; 
the cruiser Chicago, the monitors Ar- 
kansas and Nevada, the schoolship Hart- 
ford, and the collier Aberanda, making 
up the cadet training squadron, which 
has made New London its headquarters 
since June 24 and was expected to remain 
until July 27, may leave immediately for 
Newport because of the refusal of a 
local dance hall manager to allow the 
sailors in uniform on his floor, 

The trouble is reputed to have started 
immediately after the ships put into New 
London Harbor, and Capt. Benson reported 
the facts to Washington. The answer 
from Washington to the Olympia’s com- 
mander, it is said, ordered a change of 
station to Newport, R. L, as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Manager W. H. Wordell, who has charge 
of the café and dancing pavilion at the 
beach, which is just south of the Pequot 
Colony, said to-night that it was true 
no sailors in uniform could dance on his 
floor. Manager Wordell said the trouble 
at the beach was at first between the 
midshipmen and the sailors, the former 
refusing to use his floor if the blue- 
jackets were allowed to mingle with the 


dancers. He added that two of the Chi- 
cago’s officers came to him and requested 
that sailors be kept off the floor or no 
officer or midshipman would patronize his 
place. 

When he wad later told that bluejackets 
and midshipmen denied refusing to dance 
on the floor together, Mr. Wordell da- 
clined to say more than that it was detri- 
mental to his business to have the sailors 
on his floor in uniform, and he intended 
running his place as he saw fit. 


NEAR DEATH IN A CANOE. 


Two Brothers Saved by Life Guards 
Near Point Lookout. 


FREEPORT, L. I., July 5.—Two broth- 
ers of this place had a narrow escape 
from being drowned off Point Lookout 
yesterday afternoon. They are Clem and 
Fred Johnson, sons of Axel Johnson, a 
resident of this village. They were spend- 
ing yesterday and to-day at Point Look- 
out and tried to safl their bircH berk 
canoe in the ocean. 

There was a stiff easterly wind blowing 
and the frail craft was soon tn difficulty. 

The efforts to control it failed and it 
capsized. 

The surf was too rough for the boys to 
swim, so they shouted for help. The life 
saving station is near by, and the boat 
was manned by volunteers, the crew being 
off duty. The Johnsons were clinging to 
the canoe. Finally Wallace Cutter, who 
used to be a football plaver at Pratt In- 
stitute, with his cousin Lloyd Cutter, put 
out in a larger canoe and managed to get 
alongside the Johnsons, and helped them 
keep up until the life boat reached them, 
Both young men were exhausted. 
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BANKER CONFRONTS BURGLAR. 


President Deland Turns on the Lights 
and Robber Flees.

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SUSPECT ARRESTED 


'Police Get Clue from Woman 
Undertaker and Detain 
Frederick Gies. 





REVENGE FOR WIFE’S DEATH 


Police Think Her Death Was Motive 
for Crime—She Visited Physician 
Without Husband’s Knowledge.

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.~—A suspect in 
the murder mystery of Dr. William H. 
Wiison, killed after sipping ale mixed 
with cyanide of potassium, was taken 
to City Hall at midnight by Detectives 
Tate and Wood. The suspect is Frederick 
Gies, a press foreman employed by the 
Curtis Publishing Company. He lives at 
422 McClellan Street. Gies was hurried 
into the private office of Superintendent 
of Police Taylor, who had been expecting 
the arrival of the detectives with Gies 
for several hours. 

Gies was subjected to an hour’s cross- 
examination by Supt. Taylor. He was 
asked about his knowledge of the murder 
of Dr. Wilson. It is understood that he 
stoutly denied his guilt, 

The detectives were sent out to find 
Giles after Supt. Taylor had heard the re- 
port of the men he detailed to investigate 
the murder mystery. Tate and Wood 
brought the Superintendent evidence 
which strongly poirited to the printer as 
the guiity man. ‘ Go get Gies,’’ was the 
only order which Supt. Taylor gave the 
detectives when they had concluded their 
report. They started out to find him 
early in the afternoon, 





After the examination of the man was | 


completed Supt. Taylor stated that Gies 
would be detained at City Hall. Asked 


{if Gies had been formally placed under | 


arrest, the Superintendent said that he 


was being ‘detained’ for further exam- 
ination. When he was asked if Gies 
would be locked in a cell the Superin- 
tendent refused to answer. 


Sent Letter to Undertakers. 


The detention of Gies marked Taylor’s 
first day's work upon the case. Hitherto 
he has awaited an official communication 
from the Coroner that a crime had been 
committed. Failing to be so informed, 
Supt. Taylor to-day determined to take 
personal charge of the case. In reply to 
a letter sent out to undertakers respect- 
ing the death and burial of a woman un- 
der suspicious circumstances, he was 
placed in possession of information which 
led him to order the detectives te bring 
Gies to the City Hall. The man’s wife was 
buried on Juye 20, the same day the poi- 
soned bottle of ale and the decoy brewery 
letier were mailed. 

In making their investigation Wood and 
Tate found clues which convinced them 
that Gies could throw light on the death 
of Dr. Wilson. It is the police theory 
that Gies, if he did kill the physician, did 
so to revenge the death of his wife, who, 
it is believed, was treated by Dr. Wilson 
and whose death is thought to have been 
caused by the treatment. 

Mrs. Gies, who was 28 years old, was 
a graduate of the girls’ high and normal 
schools and a school teacher for a time. 
Then she obtained a position as a proof- 
reader for a magazine in this city. It 
was there she met Gies. He is now em- 
ployed by the Curtis Publishing Company 
as a press foreman. His duties brought 
him into frequent contact with the proof- 
reader, and he often accompanied her to 


her parents’ home at the southeast corner 
of Eighteenth and Christian Streets, where 
her father has a cigar store. 

The young woman had an opportunity to 
become a regular school teacher, and she 
left the employ of the magazine and be- 
came a teacher at a special school near 
the river front. Press Foreman Gies con- 
tinued to see her frequently, and one night 
last eanuary the couple decided to be 
married. They went either to Wilming- 
ton or Baltimore and had the ceremony 

rformed, but the wedding was concealed 

rom the young woman's parents for more 
than a month. 


Wife Visits Dr. Wilson. 


In March the girl showed her father a 
marriage certificate and told him that she 
had been married and was going away. 


She went to the house of Edward Haa 
at 4150 North Reese Street, a friend o 
her husband's. It was while she was 
there that she visited Dr. Wilson without 
her husband's knowledge. Drugs were 
administered to her. 

Around the neighborhood she was 
known as the ‘‘ mysterious woman.” She 
sat on the dgorstep for hours, sometimes 
bursting into tears and sobbing for an 
hour ata time. She became nervous and 
depressed. There she gave birth to a 
dead girl baby. A woman undertaker 
living in the neighborhood was sum- 
moned. She went to the room where the 
mother lay upon her deathbed. In the 
same room was the body of the infant. 

The undertaker was told that the child 
was to be buried quietly, and that no 
death notice was to be inserted in the 
newspapers. She asked the dying mother 
the name of the child in order that she 
might fill out the burial blank as pro- 
vided by law. gThe mother weakly re- 
sponded that the child was nameless, The 
undertaker told the mother that she could 
not bury the baby unless it had a name. 

The mother raised herself up in bed. 
“I always thought of her as bearing my 
name,’ she said. She ve her maiden 
name as the child's. Inder this false 
name the infant was buried. Twelve 
hours later the undertaker was again 
summoned to the house. This time it 
was to prepare the body of the unfortu- 
nate mother for burial. She had survived 
her child only a few hours. 

Gies was not seen about the house much 
either before or after the death of his 
wife. He came there occasionally, but 
did not live there. He came to the 
house on the day his wife died, a few 
hours before her demise. It was then, 
the police say, that the woman confessed 
to her husband that she had gone to Dr. 
Wilson. She expired in his arms. 


Husband Was Inconsolable, 


The husband was inconsolable. He 
paced the floor for hours and wept. It 
was while he walked the floor and 
thought over his wife’s death and the 
cause of it that the police are inclined to 
believe he hatched the cunning plot to 
slay the man who caused her death. He 
later called in a doctor who was missin 
from the city _to-day and had a iong talk 
with him, Mrs. Gites was buried in 
Mount Moriah Cemetery. The doctor's 
certificate gave the cause of her death 
as Bright's disease. 

The woman undertaker was so busy 
with work that she could a attend to 
the funeral. She transferr the burt 
to an undertaker downtown, a person 
friend. The funeral was held on the day 
the express pepeme containing the bottle 
of poisoned ale and the decoy brewery 
letter extolling the merits of the new ale 
brew were sent to Dr, Wilson. 

From an employe of the Curtis Publish- 
ing Company it was learned to-day that 
Gies did not work on the day the poisoned 

and the decoy letter were sent to Dr. 
ilaon. It was also said that he was not 
at his place of employment from June 27

|Many Steel Plants in Pittsburg Dis- 
tricts to Resume Full Time.

| PITTSBURG, July 5.—When whistles 
blow in the Pittsburg district to-morrow 
morning 50,000 men, who have been idle | 
for several months, will answer the call 
to work. The Carnegie Steel Company, 
which has been operating the Homestead, 
Edgar-Thomson, and Duquesne plants on 
half time, will place these mills on full 
| time to-morrow morning, giving work to 
| several thousand men. Arrangements are 
also being made to blow In several addi- 
tiona] blast furnaces owned by the com- 
| pany during the week. 

The Jones & Laughlin Steel Company 
will put 1,000 additional men at work to- 
morrow in its plant here, while the Na- 
tional Tube Works will put as many more 
additional men at work. The Pressed 
Steel Car Company and the Standard 
Steel Car Company will also place many 
men at work to-morrow. 

In the mining and coke districts several 
thousand men will return to labor. A re- 
markable condition exists in these dis- 
tricts. There is actually a shortage of 
workmen, and operations are being ham- 
pered by *inability to obtain sufficient 
men. Hundreds of foreigners went home 
last Winter and failed to return, and this 
has resulted in a great shortage of un- 
skilled labor. 

That the railroads are feeling the re- 
sumption of business is evidenced by the 
fact that all the lines making Pittsburg 
their headquarters have ordered their re- 
pair shops on double time. The sudden 
return of prosperity has caught many of 
the roads short of cars, and a big de- 
mand for them is expected when the 
crops start to move this Fall. 


ANNOY PASTOR IN CHURCH. 


Organ Is Played in Defiance of .the 
Rev. Dr. Boice’s Commands.

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—Snubs and 
slights were the portion of the Rev. 
Dr. James Y. Boice when he preached 
in the Fourth Reformed Presbyterian 
Church to-day. The organ was playéd in 
defiance of his wishes, and in innumer- 
able ways the congregation exhibited its 
antagonism to him. 

Acting under orders from the leaders 
of the faction opposed to Boice, George 
Jenkins took his seat at the organ when 
Dr. Boice walked up to the platform. | 
This annoyed the preacher, as he disap- 
ptoves of instrumental music in churches. 
| When Dr. Boice requested the congrega- | 
|tion to sing the Twenty-fifth Psalm the | 
organ accompanied the singers. Follow- | 
ing the reading of the Scripture. Dr. 
Boice called for the offering. Seeing 
that Jenkins was getting ready to play, 
he crossed to him, saying: ‘‘ Do not play 
the organ; there is no necessity for it.” 
And Jenkins, without replying, calmly 
looked the minister in the eye and began 
playing. 

It was at the close of the service that 
the congregation tried to make the min- 
ister feel that he was an interloper. Usu- 
ally scores of persons go forward and 
shake hands with the preacher. But} 
nothing of the kind took place. Out of 
a congregation of 200 only six persons 
went forward to speak to him, and two 
of these were reporters. 

“ Playing the organ was a deliberate af- 
front to me, and it was done in defiance 
of recent court decisions,’’ said Dr, Boice. 
‘“‘Instrumental music has no place in the 
service of the Reformed Presbyterian | 
Church.” 

As Dr. Boice had received an anonymous | 
letter in which the writer threatened to 
“bombshell ”’ the church {if he preached in 

















it, two policemen in plain clothes attended |' 


the service. 


FOUND DYING IN His ROOM. 


“WN. P. Toulson” Taken to Bellevue 
Senseless and Soon Passes Away. 


A man about 85 years old, who regis- 
tered at the Central Hotel, Third Avenue 
and Fourteenth Street, on Friday night as 
‘““N. P. Toulson, City,’’ was found uncon- 
scious in his room by a chambermaid yes- 
terday morning and died in Bellevue Hos- 
pital late in the afternoon under circum- 
stances which puzzle the police and hos- 
pital physicians. 

On a table near the bed in which the 
man was found was a drinking glass, at 
the bottom of which the police found a 
white sediment. The glass was taken to 
Bellevue by the police and then to the 
East Twenty-second Street Station. There 
it was wrapped up in paper and placed 
on the Lieutenant's desk. Last night the 
glass was missing. A similar one which 
the police say had never been seen in the 
station until yesterday was being used 
by the reserves last night, but none was 
able to say whether or not it was the 
glass found in the room from which the 
dying man was removed. 

The dead man was about six feet two 
inches tall, weighed 150 pounds, was 
smooth shaven and of good appearance. 
The police found some papers in his éloth- 
ing that indicate that he was a mining 


engineer. A baggage check on the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas Railroad was 
found in a vest pocket and there was a 
check on his trunk that indicated it had 
been brought from Galveston, Texas, 
early in July on the Mallory Steamship 
Line. The body was taken to the Morgua. 


HIT BY 11,000 VOLTS, LIVES. 


James Hayes, Electrician, Is Burned 
from Head to Foot.

STAMFORD, Conn. July 5.—James 
Hayes, 28 years old, of Crosby Street, is 
making a wonderful fight for life in the 
Stamford Hospital. Shocked by 11,000 
volts of electricity and burned from head 
to foot at 8:35 this morning, he was yet 
alive to-night, but the hospital gurgeong 
say he cannot live. 

Hayes is a Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany employe. He went on the roof of an 
electrical locomotive of the New Haven 
Road in the Stamford yards to-day to oil 
@& panagraph, supposing that the power 
was off. The power was on, and when he 
grabbed the feed wire with his right hand 
11,000 volts shot through his body and set 
hig clothing on fire. He was hurled 
fifteen feet in the air, and every stitch of 
clothing was burned off him. 

He does not realize that he Is dying. 
The surgeons say that it is remarkable he 
has lived so ay | An investigation is 


being made b police. The signal

BRYAN AN INGRATE 
AND BOSS---GUFFEY 


Says Nebraskan’s Campaigns 
Were Financed by Marcus 
Daly, Hearst, and Himself.

Guffey Will Now Be Deposed as a 
Democratic National Committee- 
man by the Convention,

DENVER, Col., July 5.—Col. James M. 


Guffey, National Committeeman from 
Pennsylvania, accused by William J. 
Bryan of party treachery in a speech at 
his home yesterday, to-night made a 
sensational reply to the attack... The issu- 


ance of this’ statement means Guffey’s 
defeat by the convention. 

Mr. Guffey calls Bryan an ingrate and 
one of the worst bosses the party has 
produced. He says that the late Marcus 
Daly, the Montana Copper King; Will- 
lam R. Hearst, and himself furnished the 
necessary funds for carrying out Bryan’s 
two previous campaigns. After Hearst 
had not only supplied money for the 1900 
campaign, but given Bryan the benefit 
of wide publicity, Mr. Guffey says, he 
turned against this benefactor in 1904, 
but that he is now fawning upon him. 
Marcus Daly, he remarks, died too early 
for a display of ingratitude. 

This statement was issued after Guffey 
had conferred with ex-State Chairman 
Donnelly, Thomas J. Ryan, and several 
intimate associates on the National Com~- 
mittee. It is the first open assault the 
reactionaries have dared to make against 
Bryan. It means that Bryan and Guffey 
have locked arms in an uncompromising 
war. 

Guffey to be Thrown Out. 


Bryan told Jere S. Black, Chairman of 


| the Bryan Pennsylvania League, that he 


meant to reform the party in Pennsyl- 
vania and that he would personally direct 
the campaign to defeat Guffey. As the 
result of this warfare the subject has 
become the real pre-convention issue. 
It shows very clearly that Bryan means 
to have his own way in everything. 

Guffey fully expects to lose his place as 
National Committeeman, his Meutenants 
say. An accurate poll of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation shows that he has a 
safe majority of the delegates even if 
the elght contests now on are decided 
against him. He would win tn the caucus 
of the delegation called for to-morrow. 
But the Bryanites, however, have de- 
términed not to participate in the caucus 
and to wage their fight against Guffey 
on the floor of the convention. That is 
the plan agreed upon by ex-Congressman 
Kerr and Jere N. Black after a confer- 
ence with Bryan at Lincoln Saturday. 

James A. Dahlman, who is closer to 
Bryan than any other man here, said after 
Guffey’s statement had been read to him 
that Guffey ought to be thrown off the 
floor of the convention after making such 
charges against Mr. Bryan. That indi- 
cates clearly what Bryan means to do. 
Kerr, who is opposing Guffey, represents 
the Kerr-Gordon faction in Pennsylvania, 
which hag been fighting Guffey’s leader- 
ship for the last ten years. 


Mr. Guffey’s Statement, 


Mr. Guffey’s statement was as follows: 

“In the course of his Fourth of July 
speech to twelve or fifteen out of the 
sixty-eight delegates from Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Bryan made certain explicit declara- 
tions. He charged that the Pennsylvania 
delegation was taken from him by ‘con- 
spiracy’ against the expressed wish of a

This statement is false. The State Con- 
vention voted down a resolution indorsing 
his candidacy by a substantial majority, 
and there is no basis whatever for Mr.

It is easy enough for newspapermem, 
| who, through years of association, have 
established confidential relations with the 
politicians, to learn that the seeming cer- 
tainty of Bryan’s nomination on the first 
ballot is not what is wanted, but ap- 
parently what is accepted as inevitable, 
It does not look now as though anything 
could happen to bring this anti-Bryan 
sentiment to an open demonstration.

Conservative Report on Bryan. 

According to this account of Bryan’s 
platform ideas, the trust plank will de- 
clare for the dissolution of “ illegal 
trusts,” whatever they are, with absolute 
control, State and Federal, of all such 
combinations. There are to be certain 
exemptions, however, for the benefit of 
organizations of farmers, laborers, and 
employers whose organization is made not 
for the purpose of increasing their profits, 
but merely for the betterment of trade 
conditions and for mutual protection. 

There is to\be a radical plank which 
will declare for’the issue of so-called 
emergency currency on the application of 
a bank indorsed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and upon such securities as are 
acceptable under the savings bank laws 
of Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut. 

The tariff plank is to declare for the 
old scheme of a gradual reduction of the 
import duties.

An Iowa Plank on Railroads. 


The Iowa contingent came to the front 
to-day with another plank of their own. 
They_are not satisfied with the Nebraska 
declaration on the subject of railroads. 


They are for physical valuation, but they 
think that the Bryan method of accom- 
ylishing that object, as set forth in the 
ebraska platform, is not sufficiently ex- 
licit, and would work an unnecessary 
ardship on the railroads. So they are 
oing to submit the following plank to the 
Committee on Resolutions: 

We assert the right of Congress to exer- 
cise complete control over imter-State com- 
merce, and we assert the right of each 
State to exercise just as complete control 
over commerce within its borders. We de- 
mand such an enlargement of the powers 
of National and State Railway Commissions 
as may be necessary to give full protection 
to persons and places from discriminations 
and extortion. 

The powers of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission should be forthwith extend- 
ed to enable it to suspend the operation 
of any tariff of rates, either on complaint 
or on its own initiative, Dy which trana- 

rtation charges are increased, until after 
fnvestigation shall have been made, and the 
reasonableness of the proposed increase dem- 
onstrated. 

We believe that both the Nation and the 
various States should, first, ascertain the 
present value of the railroads on the basis 
of original cost, cost of reproduction, and 
such other elements as in justice and equl- 
ty, alike to the shipper, the public, and to 
investors, should be taken Into considera- 
tion; second, ‘prohibit the issue of any more 
watered stock or fictitious capitalization; 
third, continue the present prohibition of 
railroads engaging in any business which 
brings them into competition with their 
shippers; and fourth, reduce transportation 
rates until they reach a point where they 
will yield only a reasonable return on the 
ascertained value of the roads—such reason- 
able return being defined as a return suffi- 
client to keep the stock of the roads at par 
when honestly capitalized, and to assure to 
employes wages commensurate with the high 
intelligence an exacting responsibility 
which their service requires.

“There it is,” said the Mayor shortly 

before his departure, as he indicated a 
long, thick envelope on which appeared 
in lead pencil, ‘‘Committee on Resolu- 
tions.”’ 
* Mayor Brown is probably as close a po- 
tical friend of Mr. Bryan as the latter 
has. Since 1896 he has supported the 
fortunes of the Nebraska leader. Their 
views on political doctrines are similar, 
and Mr. Bryan trusts him as he trusts 
few other men. The Mayor at Denver 
will speak with the voice of W. J. Bryan, 
Questions arising in committee anent the 
platform will be answered by him With 
Bryan arguments with which he {ts per- 
fectly familiar. Indeed, it is believed here 
that every plank has grown under his 
eye, for he has for weeks been a constant 
visitor at Fairview.

Mayor Brown had expected to leave on 
the second section of the Burlington 6 
o’clock train to-night, but later accepted 
an invitation to travel with ex-Gov. Fran- 
cis of Missour! and E. F. Goltra, a 
nephew of the Mayor, in Goltra’s private 
car. It was attached to the third section 
carrying a delegation of Chicago Demo- 
crats, which left for Denver at 7:30 P. M.

CONNERS REACHES DENVER 


Talk of Ousting Mack from Natlonal 


Committee Subsides After 
His Arrival.

DENVER, July 5.—To-morrow will be 
the first day of real devélopments in the 
The great feature 
of the day undoubtedly will be the fight 
of Senator McCarren for the seating of 
his Brooklyn delegates by the Democratic 
National Committee. 
Senator McCarren 


is well aware that 


{he can expect no vetter treatment from 


the Democratic National Committee than 
he received at the Carnegie Hall Con- 
vention. But he is determtned to go down 
with flags flying and make his valedic- 
tory such a ringing effort that it will be 
long remembered by those who will listen 
to it. 

“Iam going to conduct my own case 
to-morrow,"' said Senator McCarren. “I 
am going to tell the actual truth of what 
happened at the Carnegie Hall Convention 
and before the Murphy-Conners Commit- 
tee on Credentials. All that I ask for is 
fair play. If I get that my delegates 
will be seated, for they have all been 
legally elected by their constituents in 
Brooklyn. But if I am to get the same 
deal here as in the State Committee I 
will at least say a few things which will 
stick in the memory of the members of 


'the National Committee for the rest of 


their natural lives.’’ 

Senator McCarren sald he would make 
a fight for an open session when the Na- 
tional Committee meets at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. It is not likely that 
he will be successful, for every precedent 
is against such a mode of procedure. 
delegates will arrive on a special train 
early to-morrow. 


Committee to Stand By Murphy. 


A prominent New York leader said this 
afternoon that Senator McCarren might 
as well have saved himself the trouble 
of coming to the convention. 

“It has already been decided,”’ said he, 
“that the othet delegates from Kings 
shall have their names placed on the tem- 
porary roll of the convention. That, of 
course, would not mean necessarily that 
they will go on the permanent roll, but 
in this particular instance you may put it 
down as certain that the Coler delegates 
will be seated." 

The gaucus of the New York delegation 
scheduled for to-morrow afternoon is 
likely to be a very tame affair. It was 
learned to-day that this gathering will 
not take up the question of either the 
Presidential or the Vice Presidential nom- 
ination, that the platform will not be dis- 
cussed, and that the cholce of a member 
from the Empire State on the Democratic 
National Committee may even be put over 
until some later date. The only business 
to be transacted at the caucus apparently 


' will be the selection of men for the stand- 


ing committees of the convention. 

Thus every subject which wie pro- 
voke a fight in the caucus has been de- 
ferred. he choice of a National Com- 
member will undo¥btedly create 
trouble. 


Mack Seems Slated to Go, 


It is said by several leaders that Nor- 
man E. Mack ie slated to go, and his de- 
capitation may lead to all sorts of com- 
plications, as he has been the stanchest 
advocate of Mr. Bryan in New York 


State. His advocacy of the Nebraskan 
when Conners and Murphy tried to throw 
cold water on his canaidacy had a great 
dea’ to do with his unpopularity with the 
leaders. 

It is suggested In some quarters that 
Bryan might interfere to save Mack. 
Friends of Mr. Murphy on the other 
hand declared that if Murphy and Con- 
ners should give Bryan New York's vote 
on the first ballot, he could not very well 


{dictate who should be the National Com- 


mitteeman. 
Conners Turns Up. 


State Chairman William J. Conners ar- 
rived here to-night, much to the relief of 
the Tammany leaders who had been try- 
ing to locate him all day. He explained 
that he had gone by boat from Buffalo 
to Milwaukee, and by train from Chicago 
to the convention city. 

“There was no wireless on the boat, 
so I could not keep in touch with Den- 
ver,”’ said Mr. Conners, 

Mr. Conners said of the Vice Presiden- 
tial situation: ‘‘ New York has no can- 
didate at present. We will have no diffi- 
culty in uniting upon some good man 
when the proper time comem but it may 
be that we will consider {it good politics 
to accept a man from another state for 
that place. Nothing will be done about 
that until after the caucus anyhow.” 

Mr. Conners was asked about the re- 
port that he was ambitious to succeed 
Norman E. Mack on the Democratic 
National Committee. 

** Never heard of it, nothing to it,"’ said 
the State Chairman. 

“If Mack's place was offered to you, 
would you take it?’ 

‘No, I don't think I would,” he replied.

CONVICT NOMINATED 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


| Socialist Laborites Put Up Mar- 


| tin Preston, Now Serving 


25 Years for Murder. 


PRAISED FOR HIS CRIME 
| Daniel De Leon, Who Nominated Him, 
Says Killing Was 
Whereupon Delegates Cheer. 


Honorable, 


The National Convention of the Soctal- 
ist Labor Party at its session yesterday, 
amid the wild cheers of the delegates, 
nominated for President of the United 
States a convicted murderer, Martin R. 


Preston of Nevada, who is now serving @ 
sentence of twenty-five years in a Nevada 
prison. The demonstration was deafen- 
ing when it was announced that Preston 
had been named, and revolutionary cries 
and denunciations of the capitalist class 
were heard. 

The nomination speech was made by 
Daniel De Leon, who said: 

‘““T am now going to nominate an honest 
workingman; not a professional working- 
man; @ man who has been in the front 
ranks of werkingmen and who is now in 
e The name of that man is Martin 

Preston, and he is now serving a jail 

sentence in Goldfield, Nev., for conduct 
that is honorable and which no working- 
man should be ashamed of. Some three 
years ago there was a strike in Goldfield, 
Nev., and the nominee for President of 
the United States was a picket appointed 
by his union.” 

De Leon went on to say that there was 
a strike within a strike at the time. A 
man named Silver kept a restaurant 
there, with girls for waitresses. One of 
the girls refused to do as her employer 
directed, and was discharged without her 
| week's salary. De Leon continued: 
‘When the Socialist Labor Party heard 
of this it immediately took steps to pro- 
tect the girls in the empioy of Siiver, and 
tried to get those who were remaining at 
work to strike. In this it was partially 
successful, but in some cases the girls 
could not leave for reasons that I leave 
to your imagination. Preston had_,done 
such effective work in getting not only 
the regular citizens of Goldfield to keep 
away from the restaurant but also the 
transient visitors, of whom there were 
many, that he aroused the anger of Sil- 
ver. One day Silver came out in a rage 
and placed a gun to Preston's face. Pres- 
tion immediately puiled out his gun and 
shot Silver dead, and he did well. After- 
ward Preston was tried and found guilty 
and sentenced to prison for twenty-five 
years. 

Cheers followed, and De Leon went on 
to say that though Preston was not of 
the age laid down in the Constitution for 
|}@ Presidential candidate, being only 32 
years old, it made no difference to the 
Socialists. It was for the working peopie 
to elect Preston, and if he was elected he 
would be seated. Constitutions were for 
the people and not the people fo» the 
Constitutions. 

When De Leon finished there was a 
wild outburst of cheering, the audience 
j}rising and the men waving their hats 
and shouting for the social revolution.

RABBI CRTICISES HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Mendes Complains That Kosher 
Meat Is Not Used at Mount Sinal. 


Before sailing for Europe several weeks 
ago Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, rabbi of 
Shearith Israel Synagogue, 100 Central 
Park West, and President of the Union 
of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of the 
United States and Canada, wrote a letter 
protesting against what he considered the 
unorthodox management of Mount Sinai 
Hospital, Madison Avenue and 100th 
Street, and of the several Jewish orphan 
asylums and eld women’s homes in the 
city.

FIGHTS ROWDIES ON A CAR.

At 6 o’clock this morning several men 
who were fishing on the little island of 
sand in the inlet off Anglesea found the 
body of Miss Maxwell.

The 
preamble says that the advance in the 
price of corn-fed cattle within the last 
week is only 40 cents per 100 pounds, or 
less than a cent per pound, while the 
wholesale slaughterers have advanced the 
price of dressed beef by 3% cents per

It was while he was 
active in the local field of politics at that 
time that he took part in the revolt 
against the rule of ‘‘ Boss’’ McLaughlin, 
He was a member of the County Demo- 
cratic General Committee, and eight years 
ago ran for Congress against Francis H.

Six weeks ago he went 
to live at the St. George Hotel, following a 
disagreement with his wire. Before that 
time he lived at 251 Carroll Street.

TO NOVA SCOTIA BY CANOE. 


Henry W. Wood and Wife to Go from 
New York In a 16-Foot Boat. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORTLAND, Me. July 56.—After a 
week's cruise from Gloucester, Mass., 
Henry Wise Wood of the New York Yacht 
Club and Mrs. Wood have arrived safely 
at the Portland Yacht Club In their six- 
teen-foot length three-foot beam canoe 
“Patsy Green,” in which they will make 
a coastwise trip t0 Nova Scotia. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wood really began their 


cruise last Summer, when they paddled 
from New York to Gloucester. They 
intend to complete it this year. Frida: 
night off Cape Porpoise the little craft 
weathered a wind and hail storm that 
drove fishing schooners to shelter or to 


good breeze blowing steadily northeast 
throughout the night. and until we struck 
a blazing sun just west of Laxe Huron we 
| had traveled at an average altitude of be- 
tween 800 and 1,000 feet. 

“We did not put out our drop rope 
until about 3 o'clock in the morning, 
the night being illuminated by stars and 
the moon. When it became darker the 
drag rope twice indicated that we were 
dangerously near the earth. During the 
trip we passed over a large number of 
cites an towns, and talked with the 
people often until, by an unfortunate 
chance, we lost our megaphone. 

“The sun came out bright and warm 
at 4 o'clock this morning. It had taken 
much of our sand ballast to keep the 
bag up at night, but with two sacks 
left and gas expanded by the sun we de- 
cided to undertake the crossing of Lake 
Huron and to remain up until late in 
the evening. The bag stretched so much 
under the hot sun and shot to such an 
altitude that we were compelled to let out 
considerable gas. 


Crossed into Canada. 


“That was our downfall, literally. We 
sailed well into Canada at 4 6,000-foot 
altitude, but suddenly thé bag began de- 


scending. Down to 3.000 feet the descent 
was fairly slow. The sheol got into the 
bag and we completed our drop in_rec- 
ord-breaking, bone-grinding, and flesh- 
tearing order. 

“The basket bumped a tree, rebounded, 
and curled up against-another. From this 
we were jammed into a barbed wire fence, 
torn to tatters,'and passed by a long line 
of bumps, to some wire fences. Finally 
we came to anchor with Capt. Peterson's 
army boot reposing on my bleeding re- 
cumbent head. 

‘*We were held potnecn, jammed be- 
tween a fence and the basket and tangled 
ropes, for almost half an hour while sev- 
|}eral farmers wrestled with the fighting 
bag and finally succeeded in beating the 
gas out of it. 

“Capt. Peterson has a broken rib and 
@ bone-deep cut across a knuckle of his 
right hand. My left thumb is half severed 
and the whole hand lacerated by barbed 
wire, likewise the right side of my face 
and my left instep. Altogether it was a 
beautiful landing.”’ 

The following message was reeeived to- 
night from Capt. Hudson, who sailed in 
the America: 


CARSONVILLE, Mich., July 5.—Landed 
safely a quarter of a mile from Lake Hu- 
ron. Three and a half bags of ballast not 
sufficient to attempt to cross Lake Huron 
and Georgian Bay,

Tries for Time Prize. 


C. A. Coey sent the following message 
from West Monkton, Ont., to-night: 


"West Monkton, July 5. 

“Landed in Township of Logan, County 
of Perth, Dominion of Canada, at 9:30 
this morning, July 5, on a farm of James 
Moffatt, the estimated distance from Chi- 
cage to landing point being 6500 miles. 
After leaving Chicago the wind was so 
low we concluded it useless to try for 
the distance prize, so we settled down for 
the {me prize. We crossed Lake Michi- 
gan In exactly three hours, sailing very 
low rather than waste ballast trying for 
upper air currents. Our compass eévi- 
sag tes did not work properly and led us 
to believe we were going southeast. 

““At 2:30 A. M. daylight commenced to 
appear, and at 4:30 A. M. we salled over 
Saginaw, Mich., where we dropped some 
messages. We continued eastward, and 
at 6:45 A. M. reached Lake Huron, travel- 
ing at an altitude of 6,000 feet, due to 
expansion of gas by the early morning 
sun. When about fn the middle of the 
lake, due to the peculiar effect the at- 
mosphere had on the gas, we dropped 
4, feet in less than three minutes. Not 
knowing whether we were going across 
the lake or lengthwise of it, we became 
a little alarmed and strapped on our life 
preservers, but soon, by disposing of eon- 
siderable ballast, we checked the fall. 
After reaching the shore the sun again 
expanded our gas, and we rose to an 
altitude of 12,000 feet. We tried to learn 
where we were, but were sailing so high 
we could not determine. Thinking that we 
might reach Lake Ontario, and knowin 
if we did we would hardly have enoug 
ballast to go lengthwise of it, we decided 
to make a landing, which was excep- 
tionally rough, due to high winds. We 
tore down fences with our basket and 
anchor, and dragged for nearly a mile. 
; We were all slightly bruised.”

Disguised as Chanticleer—Americans 
Are Revenged Upon Wicked Mexicans. 


HERMOSILLO, Mexico, July 5.—On the 
Fourth of July a year ago Andrew Cren- 
shaw, Thomas A. Halloway, Bert Gra- 
ham, and C. B., Jameson, members of a 
Texas syndicate owning land near El 
Molino, went to that town to celebrate 


the day. The most exciting thing they 
could find was a cock main. They put u 
their money, playing the favorite bird, 
and lost. Investigation showed them that 
they were betting against the entire 
crowd of Mexicans, and that after their 
bets had been placed the birds were 
changed. 

Full of wrath and bent on getting even, 
they agreed to meet again on the com- 
pany’s ranch in one year’s time.

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REVOLUTION WINS 
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| IN LITTLE PARAGUAY | 


A New Government Established 
—Members of Old Government 
Are Refugees in Legations. 


NEW PRESIDENT APPOINTED

In the Preliminary Fighting In the 
Streets of Asuncion Five Hun- 


dred Were Killed. 


BUENOS AYRES, July 5.—Advices re- 
ceived here to-day state that the revolu- 
tionists have been victorious in Paraguay 
and that a new Government has been 65- 
tablished. These advices have been con- 
firmed by a dispatch received by the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs from the Argen- 
tine Legation at Asuncion, officially notl- 
fying the Minieter that the revolutionary 
party had succeeded in overthrowing the 
Paraguayan Government and that several 
of the Paraguayan Ministers of State had 
taken refuge in the legation. 

The revolutionists have appointed Dr. 
Emiliano Gonzales Naveiro President. Na- 
veiro held the office of Vice President in 
the Government which has just been oust- 
ed. Unofficial dispatches state that the 
new Cabinet in@ludes Manuel Gondra, the 
Paraguayan Minister to Brazil; Dr. Eu- 
sebio Ayala,-Pr. Alvino Jara, Dr. Adolfo 
Rigulme, and Dr, Manuel Franco. 

These represent a combination of the 
two most powerful parties in Paraguay, 
the Liberal and Colorado, and it is be- 
lieved that their appointment will assure 
early peace to the country. 

The members of the former Government, 
who include Manuel Benitz, Minister of

PANAMA, July 5.—The announcement 
ot the resignation of Sefior Arias as can- 
didate for the Presidency has resulted 


} which on Friday were disturbing the peace 
{of the republic. To-day the war clouds 
| have disappeared and resentment seems to 
have been forgotten, all things pointing 
to an orderly election throughout the 


country. 

It is believed that the overwhelming 
majorities obtained by Sefior Obaldia’s 
partisans at the recent municipal elec- 
tions in most of the provinces is the chief 
reason for Sefior Arias’s resignation. The 
people are celebrating the viatory. 

It is reported that an important cable- 
gram was received by Sefior Arias from 
an official of the United States Govern- 
ment advising him to resign, but the 
memberg of the Panaman Government re- 
fuse to confirm or deny this report. On 
Friday evening Sefior Arias requested 
Sefior Obaldia to meet him to discuss the 
question of the Presidency. Two confer- 
ences were held, at the first of which 
Arias proposed that both he and Sefior 
Obaldia resign and agree upon a third 
candidate. This Sefior Obaldia refused to 
do. Later Sefior Arias agreed to hand in 
his resignation unconditionally, giving as 
his reason a patriotic desire to prevent 
the military occupation of the Isthmus by 
the United States, which he considered 
would be a death blow to the republic, 
He also desired to make possible a union 
of political parties, which he believes is 
the only means to solve the problem of 
Panama's external relations. 

Both Sefior Obaldia and Sefior Arias are 
in receipt of numerous congratulations, 
the former for his triumph and the latter 
for hig patriotic conduct.

The 
budget of 1907 contains an item of $16,000,000 
for new naval construction, and the funda- 
mental laws provide that in case of deadlock 
the previous regular budget shall take effect.

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PROTEST AGAINST VENEZUELA, 


Curacao Petitions Queen for Relief 
from “ Vindictive Measures.” 


WILLEMSTAD, July 5.~The Curacao 
Chamber of Commerce, the General Dutch 
Union, and the Naval League have pre- 
pared a statement in which they declare 
that the present depregsed’ condition in 
Curacao is due to the vindictive measures 
the Venezuelan Government. ‘The 
statement takes the form of a petition to 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland in which 


the request is made that steps be taken to 


improve the relations between the two 
countries in a permanent way. 

The petition calls attention to the seiz- 
ure by Venezuela of four Dutch vessels 
plying between Aruba and Curacao, both 
Dutch possessions, and the imprisonment 
of the crews; the opening of official cor- 
respondence by Venezuelan offictalg; the 
prohibiting of foreign laborers from 
working on board vessels in Venezuelan 
ports; the decree recently issued by 
President Castro prohibiting the trans- 
shipment of cargo at Curacao, and the 
shutting out of traffic by Dutch vessels 
between Venezuela ang Curacao. 

The Governor, through whom the peti- 
tion will be submitted, assured the peti- 
tioners that the Holland Government 
would be kept conversant with the facts 
by the colonial Government, and that the 
legation at Caracas was using every le- 
gitimate means to secure the improve- 
ment of conditions.

The number de- 
stroyed between Jan. 1 and June 30 of 
the present year is 27,78 in excess of 
those destroyed during the correspond- 
ing period last year. During the fourteen 
Years of the society’s existence it has 
eared for or humanely disposed of 800,000 
cats and 400,000 dogs, which had been 
running loose about the streets of New 
York.

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THE SOUTH AND BRYANISM. 

In all the tables of Electoral votes 
favorable to Mr. Brran’s election, made 
by those who hope for it or wish it, ihe 
“solid South ” is accorded to him. The 
aspirant for the nomination has fre- 
quently expressed entire confidence that 
he will carry every State usually in- 
cluded in that term. Can he? 

Not if the leaders of the South un- 
@erstand the real interests of their 
people. Not if they have any historical 
perspective and can trace the origin of 


Bryanism as a political force in the 


United States and the consequences of 
its rise on the fortunes of the South. 
For it was in the South that Bryanism 
had its source, and its evolution was 


in great degree due to two policies of 
the Republican Party to which ths 


native sense of that section is most 


opposed. One was the grant of uncon- 
ditional suffrage to the negroes; the 
other wes the extreme protective tariff. 
These are not usually associated with 


the development of Bryanism, but in 


an indirect but very real manner they 
were responsible for it. Negro suf- 
frage made it practically inevitable that 
the South should become solid. All 
classes and interests were forced to 
unite on the common ground of re- 
sistance to negro domination and to 
the party that, in the eyes of the South, 
threatened it. Thus it happened when 
the ideas involved in greenbackism, and 
later in free silverism, came up, the 
conservative men of the South were un- 
able to offer the opposition to them 
which otherwise they would have of- 
fered. The crisis of the inflation move- 
ment was reached with the passage of 
the silver coinage law and its amend- 
ments, and the passage of these was 
secured by a bargain by which the 
tariff was safeguarded. In the long 
struggle for honest money and the Na- 
tional credit the sound men of the 
South were able to give but little 4:1. 
They were bound to the Democratic or- 
ganization, which the inflationists had 
seized, and which later was turned 
over to Mr. BRYAN. 

They have chafed under this servi- 
tude, for which they were not pri- 
marily responsible. During the past 
Year no criticism of Mr. Brran has 
been more severe, no exposure of his 
fallacies and of the danger involved in 
them has been clearer or more con- 
vincing, than those of the Southern 
press. Surely the time has come when 
it will be practicable to shake off this 
Old Man of the Sea and to resums 
independence of judgment and action. 
There is no longer anything to be 
gained from adherence to the fortunes 
of a leader who can lead only to an- 
other defeat, and whose success would 
be harmful to every interest of the 
South. There is now no appreciable 
risk of any action by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, under Republican control, 
upon the negro question that could 
really affect the South. The question is 
not a live one in the politics of the day. 
There is no effective sentiment relative 
to it in the Republican Party. There is 
no motive for the leaders to move in 
regard to it. On.the other hand, there 
is every reason why the South should 
desire the close of the long and costly 
domination of the Democratic Party by 
Mr. Bryan and the tendencies and 
ideas he represents, in order that it 
may again take its logical and proper 
share in the government of the Nation. 
The South is now essentially the most 
progressive industrial section of the 
country. Its advancement depends on 
order, peace, sobriety, and stability in 
the administration of National affairs, 
on confident capital and steadily active 
commerce. These it will not get from 
Mr. BRYAN or with the prevailing of 
his spirit. We have too much faith in 
the common sense of the Southern peo- 
ple to credit the claims of Mr. Brran's 
friends to the votes of a solid South, 


THE SAME OLD STORY. 
Wever before were the newspapers 
throughout this country so earnest an] 
insistent in their arguments against 
i playing with gunpowder and fire on 
the Fourth of July as in the last month, 


. 
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The humorists of the press have made 
fireworks follies one of their chief sub- 
jects, and have treated it with so much 
alertness and point that it seemed that 
their influence must be felt. Public 
opinion has really been aroused against 
the absurd practice of celebrating the 
anniversary of !ndependence and liberty 
with hideous noise, the smell of burn- 
ing powder, the destruction of human 
life and property. 

Yet the news from all over the coun- 
try is that the Hst of Fourth of July 
casualties is very little, if any, smaller 
than last year’s. Early yesterday morn- 
ing telegraphic reports indicated that 
the list of the persons killed by fire- 
works was larger than last year’s. The 
hospital returns in this neighborhood 
were very large, and not all the per- 
sons burned by premature explosions or 
the careless handling of dangerous toys 
were treated at the hospitals. The in- 
ference is that something more than 
newspaper agitation, serious and hu- 
morous, and a perceptible arousing of 
public opinion, are needed to change the 
character of the general celebration of 
Indenendence Day. 

It is difficult to find a sane man in 
any walk of life who will admit that 
he approves of firing cannon crackers 
and pistols loaded with supposedly 
blank cartridges in the streets. The 
unwisdom of the expenditure of mill- 
ions of dollars annually on things to 
explode and burn, which sometimes kill 
people who handle them, sometimes 
blind people, oy inflict other permanent 
injuries, and cause the destruction of 
houses and barns is generally admitted. 
The ancient custom survives in spite of 
a well-defined prejudice against it. The 
desire of boys to have something noisy 
and dangerous to play with is heeded 
by many parents who honestly deplore 


the practice. 
What can be done to stop the nul- 


sance, remove the danger, and make 
our Fourth of July a rational holiday? 


After all, a very small proportion of 


Americans buy fireworks and use them. 
Almost everybody who can afford it 
devotes the midsummer holiday to a 
pleasant outing. The trouble is all 


caused by comparatively few persons, 
and if the existing laws for the protec- 
tion of life and property are unavailable 


to check it, new laws should be made. 
The facts justify them. 


THE CENSUS OF 1970. 


Mr. 8S. N. D. Nortu, the Director of 
the Census Bureau, estimates that the 
thirteenth decennial census, embracing 
the ninety millions of the United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Guam, 


Samoa, and the Panama Zone—not in- 


cluding the population of the Philiv- 
pines, for a census was had there In 
1908—will employ some 70,000 persons 
outside the civil service. It will cost 
about $14,000,000. 

The Nation Js growing In {ts accession 
of immigrants, in agriculture, and in 
manufacturing twice as fast as when 
the decennial census was instituted. 
Already a five-year census of manu- 
factures is taken, and the Crumpacker 
bill of the last session, which is the 
first bill of high privilege on the House 
calendar for the coming session, pro- 
vides for a five-year census of agri- 
culture. Five-year censuses of popu- 
lation must soon be had, as Director 
NorTH finds the results made known 
by the twelfth census out of date and 
altogether inadequate. Meanwhile the 
exemption from civil service require- 
ments of these enormously costly enu- 
merations is to be deplored and reme- 


died. So long as politicians select the 
body of men needed for this complicated 


work not only will money be wasted, 
but the results will be inaccurate, und, 
to an indeterminate extent, worthless. 
The gathering of the facts about our 
vast wealth and population ought not 
to be intrusted to an army of ward 
heelers.

CROPS AND PROSPERITY. 

Inter-State Commissioner LaAnEr 1s 
not fortunate in the time or manner of 
his extra-official declarations. A few 
months ago he asked what the rail- 
ways had to complain of, since their 
earnings were satisfactory during the 
period of the panic. It was the post- 
panic earnings which others were bor- 
rowing trouble about, and their anxlety 
has been justified by a loss of gross 
earnings currently reported at about a 
quarter, and a loss of net approaching 
a half. If this is not bad enough to 
satisfy the Commissioner he must be 
a glutton for what others have too 
much of. 

But his consolation is even worse than 
his reassurance. Said he within a week: 
*‘Returns from the railroads generally 
show that those roads not dependent 
upon coal, steel, and lumber industries 
have been daing very well recently.” 

This Mark Tapleyism interpreted 
means that the Commissioner foresees 
good times for the grain-carrying roads, 
and hopes that the earnings of roads 
dependent upon manufacturing will 
“keep up ’—at decreases of 30-odd per 
cent. gross, and 50-odd per cent. net. 
Under such conditions even an eight- 
billion-dollar crop would not bring gen- 
eral prosperity. We have now reached 
a stage of industrial development in 
which prosperity is not altogether a 
matter of agricultural yield. It would 
take more than one year of crop dis- 
appointment to check conditions other- 
wise good. On the other hand, pros- 
perity for the farmers, and for the 
roads carrying their products, would 
not alone now assure prosperity. If 
the roads dependent upon “ coal, steel, 
and lumber” do not do well the coun- 
try cannot do well. e 

The farmer will have no difficulty | 
ie : oy : hee FER, 
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about selling his crops, nor the rall- 
ways in moving them, and thereby 
earning fixed charges. Dividends can 
be supplied only by the return freight, 
and that depends upon the activity of 
the roads which Commissioner Lanp 
excepts from his classification. Their 
prosperity depends upon the activity of 
manufactures, and that is not guaran- 
teed by the single fact of good crops. 
In proportion that the crop money is 
not spent westbound freight will bs 
reduced, and the cream is off profits 
when the traffic is unbalanced. 

Fortunately the outlook is not so dis- 
couraging as might be inferrdd from 
the cold comfort dispensed by the Com- 
missioner. The coal roads certainly are 
doing better than he intimates, and 
there are gdod hopes for the steel and 
lumber roads. The farmer is not likely 
to turn niggardly, and the Granger 
roads are not likely to absorb all the 
railway business. The best hope lies in 
the proof that railway earnings have 
not been excessive, and that prosperity 
does not lie along the road of persecu- 
tion of them. When next prosperity 
blesses us it will be slain with another 
weapon, 


TWO CENTS A WORD. 

Two cents a word for messages sent 
by cable between Europe and America 
would be a very low rate. Mr. HENNIKER 
HEATON is enthusiastic over the success 
of his efforts to secure penny ocean 
postage for letters, and he is looking a 
long way ahead when he prophesies the 
reduction of cable rates to quite so low 
a figure. Undoubtedly quick communi- 
cation between the continents will be 
very cheap in the future, but for the 
present a more moderate reduction of 
the now excessive cable rates will suf- 


fice. 

It will be more useful for people now 
on earth and engaged in daily business 
transactions here to have an early re- 


duction of the tolls to 5 or 10 cents 
a word than to have the rate put down 


to an English penny when their grand- 
children are conducting the affairs of 
the world. Cheaper cable tolls are a 
necesgity. The incomes of the compa- 


nies would be largely increased if a 
substantial reduction were made, be- 


cause their business would be trebled 
or quadrupled. We have no doubt that 
Mr. HENNIKER HEATON will exert his 
influence potently to secure cheaper 


rates in ocean telegraphy, and that he 
will be contented for the present with 
a moderate reduction.

After the tumult and the shouting for 
conservation of the Nation’s resources, 


Prof. L. H. Bartey of the College of 


Agriculture at Cornell asks mildly, 
What shall we do with the small 
farmer? In the current number of The 
Independent he says: “‘ There are many 
persons who are waiting to know what 
forces the great conference will set in 
motion to reach and quicken the man 
at the sources.”’ The small farmer holds 
in his conserving or destroying hand 
the fate of our great waterways, whose 
springs are on his property. He is at 
the sources of our future foodstuffs, 
and he may—he does—ignorantly im- 
poverish them. “It is more important 
that we develop small power on a mili- 
ion farms than that we organize power 
companies or harness Niagara,” Prof. 
BatILey insists. He is undeniably right. 

But will the farmers of the Nation 
receive the new gospel? Colleges and exe 
perimental stations have sprung up, yet 
statistics show plainly enough that 
Farmer’ Brown still crops his land tn 
a wasteful fashion, gathering one-half 
the harvest that moderately intelligent 
management would insure, while his 
son John has left the homestead for 
life in the city. 

Perhaps the son can be induced to re- 
turn. How many of the bulletins {s- 
sued from the experiment station at 
Ithaca, full of promptings to supplant 
the old rural system with the new, 
arrive at city addresses? More sus- 
ceptible to regenerating influences than 
the old men at the sources are the 
young men who are not at the sources, 
but who should be there, Without 
them a foreign race will enter and 
possess the land. ; 


CONFETTI. 

We hope that the urgent request of 
our contemporary The Mexican Her- 
ald was heeded at the Fourth of Juiy 
celebration of the American colony in 
the City of Mexico, and nobody threw 
confetti at President Diaz. That such 
@ request should be justified by ex- 
perience is a pity, but it seems that 
last Fourth of July the distinguished 
old statesman, who is regarded by 
some people as the ablest man in this 
continent, was bothered by stinging, 
clinging confetti thrown at him by ex- 
uberant American patriots. What 
would American patriots say if Mexi- 
can patriots threw confetti at Presi- 
dent RoosEvELtT? 

The Mexican Herald admits that the 
Americans in Mexico are not the chief 
offenders in the matter of confetti 
throwing. Confetti has become a nui- 
sance at all public festivals. It is good 
to have the pernicious custom con- 
demned in its own home. Throwing 
things has always been a part of the 
merrymaking of the Southrons, and it 
has lately tried our temper here elec- 
tion night and New Year’s Eve, when 
the whole town seems to go crazy in 
an effort at festivity whichis gener- 
ally joyless,and rude. Confetti is an 
abomination. If the Spaniards, Ital- 
ians, and Mexicans and the people 
of Southern France would tire of 
throwing the stuff, and would make 
the possession of bags of it a criminal 
offense, the whole world would be ben- 


efited. We hope The Mexican Herald 
will continue to use its influence to 
suppress the custom. 

Meanwhile if any American, inspired 
by the Fourth of July fever, threw 
confetti at Sefior Diaz Saturday, he 
ought to be severely punished. The 
Fourth of July stands for liberty, and 
no person can be said to be in the en- 
joyment of liberty who is in danger 
of having confetti thrown at\him in 


his walks abroad.

Packers of food and fruit should 
know that they can be preserved at- 
tractively in fern leaves. Consul General 
GUENTHER of Frankfort, expatiating 
upon their salty qualities and strong 
odor, which insects will not approach, 
notes that the English no longer use 
grapevine leaves for this purpose, but 
pack valuable fruit, fresh butter, and 
meats exclusiveiy in ferns. The Manx- 
men ship fresh herrings in fern leavas, 
and Mr. GUENTHER has ascertained that 
potatoes are thus kept for many months 
in a prime condition. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Lurking not far beneath 
the surface of that most curi- 
and ous British plan to set all 

Clocks, the clocks ahead an hour is 
probably the ancient idea 
that there is a moral difference between 
daylight and darkness, and that it would 
be better for people—or at least for other 
people—if they devoted to sleep most of 
the time when the sun wasn’t on duty to 
show what they were up to. 

Of course, all the talk in support of the 
Pierce bill is purely economic. By be- 
ginning work an hour earlier in the morn- 
ing, it is said, an hour could be gained at 
the other end of the day, with no diminu- 
tion of product, and all classes of labor 
would have just that much more leisure 
for the amusements and edifications to be 
obtained only by natural ight. This is 
good argument, as far as it goes, but, 
strangely enough, the demand for the 
change comes from the employing classes, 
and not from those who would get the in- 
creased play time fpon which so much 
stress Is laid. Moreover, if the argument 
is sound, why not act upon it without 
any foolish pretense that it is 7 o’clock 
in the morning when everybody knows 
that it is only 6? 

The ‘“‘time of day” is not what the 
clock says, but an agreed fraction of the 
period between one noon and another, and 
while those fractions can be made large 
or small at will, the clock cannot change 


the relative position of any one of them. 
It would be precisely as hard to get up at 
6 if it were called 5 as it is now, and 10 
would remain for most of us “ just the 
edge of the evening” if it were called 11. 
Midnight and noon insist on fixing them- 
selves, and they cannot be changed, even 
by an act of Parliament. 

Again, while it seems “natural” for 


man to arrange his goings to bed and his 
risings therefrom in rather close accord 
with the appearance and the disappear- 
ance of the sun, he has always fought 
against the compulsion to do so. Even 


when a savage he does so with some de- 
gree of success, and as he advances in 
civilization he makes for himself better 
and better ight of the kind called artifi- 
cial, and he uses it more and more in ex- 
actly those activities that differentiate 
him most from the animals. Were it not 
for the fact that not a few queer people 
find it a satisfaction and a utility to 
carry a watch which they know is five 
minutes fast, one would be tempted to 
say that the Pierce plan could be adopted 
without affecting in the slightest the 
“hours” of any human being. As it Is, 
that would be going too far, but cer- 
tainly the effect would be minute—ex- 
cept in the way of confusion and incon- 
venience for those who followed it when- 
ever they were brought into relations 
with those who rejected and ignored the 
absurd scheme.

oil that so irritates the human skin than: 


they are later in the year. It is also the 


time of year when people not familiar} 


with the appearance and properties of the 
Plant are roaming the fields in the great- 
est numbers, constantly exposing them- 
selves to a toxic substance the effects of 
which are always uncomfortable and not 
infrequently serious. 

Rhus toxicodendron grows in consider- 
able quantities in the city parks and cem- 
eteries, it abounds in the suburbs, and is 
to be found almost everywhere in the 
real country. Nobody is altogether im- 
mune to it, while a few it can poison 
from a distance of several or many feet. 
Antidotes innumerable have been recom- 
mended from time to time, and many of 
them are in more or less extensive use, 
but as always—when medical opinion dif- 
fers widely and persistently as to proper 
treatment, the cause of the disagreement 
is the fact that none of the treatments is 
satisfactory. After the irritation of ivy 
poisoning is once well started, palliation 


and abbreviation of the suffering are! 
about the most that can be expected from | 


any remedy. 

The time to act is immediately after 
exposure. The hands, of course, are 
most often affected, and the best thing to 
do is to remove the irritant oil before it 
has worked beneath the outer layer of 
the skin. Water is useless, since in it the 
oil is insoluble, but alcohol, if promptly 
applied, is usually effectual with those not 
particuarly susceptible. For those who 
wish to try an experiment, it ‘may be 
stated that The New York Medical Jour- 
nal quotes in apparent hopefulness a doc- 
tor who writes in The Therapeutic Ga- 
zette, saying that sodium sulphite in 
supersaturated solution will cure rhus 
poisoning within three or four days, even 
in severe cases. ‘‘ The solution,” accord- 
ing to this authority, “leaves the parts 
with the appearance of having been white- 
washed,’ which is at least interesting. 
“It quickly relieves the burning, itch- 
ing, and swelling, and causes no Iirrita- 
tion. The application is also effective in 
the eruption, which is apt to return each 
Spring in persons who have been once 
attacked.”’ 

Possibly this remedy, like so many of 
its predecessors, is most effective in cases 
that would get well in three or four days 
if nothing at all were done, but it Is given 
for what it may be worth. The best of 
all ways to escape ivy poisoning is to 
learn to know the plant at sight and then 
to keep away from it. Rhus toxicoden- 
dron has a maliciotsly close resemblance 
to the common woodbine, but the fact 
that its leaves are in groups of three 
instead of five always betrays it to those 
who will be warned.

SCHOOL GARDENS. 


How City Children Are Taught the 
Rudiments of Agriculture. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The wealth of the Nation depends largely 
upon its crops. This subject has been dis- 
cussed by the Governors of the States at Wash- 
ington, and this principle is being applied in 
our public schools by the introduction of school 
gardens. F 

Public School 54, Manhattan, on the corner 

jot 104th Street and Amsterdam Avenue, is one 

of the first schools to have a school garden. 
There are others in the city, but this is one 
lof the largest, and, many say, the most suc- 
cessful. The garden is about eighty feet long 
and four and a half wide. With the excep- 
tion of a little patch at the end, the garden 
{s planted in rows, extending the whole length. 
So although it is divided into class plots, the 
rows are continuous. The children themselves 
Planted all the seeds under the guidance of 
the teachers. Nearest the edge is a row of 
sweet alyssum, then come raddishes, nastur- 
tlums, beets, lettuce, peanuts, and beans. 
Against the wall some of the classes have 
planted rose bushes and !vy, some have planted 
cosmos, and some tomatoes, but the symmetry 
of the garden has been preserved as far as 
possible. 

Among our many friends and visitors is Mr. 
Parsons, who has given us many helpful sug- 
gestions. He bas been for some time con- 

| nected with the Children’s School Farm League, 

and this Summer is giving at the New York 
University & course on methods of preparing 
and conducting gardens for the education of 
children, 

There are many associations formed for the 
carrying on of this sort of work. Most direct- 
ly connected with the schools f!s the School 

| Garden Association, which, although less than 
;& year old, has a membership of 750 teachers.

COMPLAINT AGAINST METZ. 


Civil Service Association Says He 


Runs Office for Politics. 


The Civil Service Reform Association 
made public yesterday a letter of com- 
plaint to the New York State Civil Service 
Commission that Controller Metz, for po- 
litical and personal ends, has been vio- 
lating the Civil Service laws in his office. 
Following an extensive investigation of 
appointments made by the Controller, the 
association filed charges with the com- 
mission on July 1. 

In this document the association alleges 
that the constitutional requirement that 
appointments shall be made for merit and 
fitness has been ignored, and that the 
determining motive in making appoint- 
ments in the exempt class or for special 
service has’ been political. 

The Civil Service rule requiring the ap- 
pointing officer to file a certificate as 
evidence of merit and fitness of exempt 
appointees is characterized by the asso- 
ciation as having been. observed in a} 
farcical manner. The case of Martin! 
Whitty, appointed a cashier by Mr. Metz, 
is given in point. 

Mr. Whitty's certificate announced that 
he was fit forthe job by reason of his 
“knowledge of business gained through 
an experience of twenty years as man- 
ager of various business enterprises, 
which fully qualify him to perform the 
duties of the position as cashier.” As a 
matter of fact, the investigation by the 
association showed that Mr. Whitty ran 
@ saloon for a number of years orien to 
his appointment. 

Under a special appropriation of $48,000 
Controller Metz appointed a number of 

expert searchers’ to look up arrearages 
on real property in the city. In a list of 
144 men appointed it was found that 106 
were Democrats, 31 not enrolled, 6 Re- 
publicans, and 1 an independent. A letter 
on file in the office of the Controller, 
which is quoted to show the way of ap- 
pointing these men, reads: 


The bearer, William Schack, is the party 
I phoned you about this afternoon. I spoke 
to the Senator about him when the appro- 


petion was passed by the Board of Alder- 
en. 


The letter was from William E. Melody, 
then Deputy Collector of Assessments and 
Arrears. Mr. Melody was later removed 
by the Controller on the charge of “ dis- 
loyalty,” his removal following a public 
declaration by him against the leadership 
of Senator McCarren. Other instances of 
removal of enemies of McCarren and their 

laces being filled by his political ad- 

erents are given in the charges. 

The State Commission is asked to take 
action under Section 6 of the civil service 
law, which requires them to make in- 
vestigations concerning the enforcement 
and effect of the provisions of the law 
and of the rules, and concerning the 
action of any person in the public service 
in respect to the observance of the law. 


FLEET SAILS TO-MORROW. 


Sperry’s 16 Battleships Leave San 
Francisco for Australia and the East. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—Fresh from 
the dry docks, with bunkers full of coal 
and magazines filled with ammunition, 
newly painted, and looking as spick and 
span as oa the day they left Hampton 
Roads, the sixteen battleships of the At- 
lantic fleet are riding at anchor to-day 
in the harbor, ready to sail next Tuesday 
for Honolulu on the second half of the 
long cruise around the.world. At. 2 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, two months 
and a day after it entered the Golden 
Gate, at the end of the 13,000-mile voyage 
around the Horn, the great ships, headed 
by the Connecticut, will steam out of the 
Harbor of San Francisco. It will be un- 
der the orders of Rear Admiral C. 8. 


Sperry, the third Commander in Chief 


since the fleet sailed from Hampton 
Roads. 

The fleet will reach Honolulu on July 
16, remain a week, and then proceed to 
New Zealand and Australia. Elaborate 
Fa gpsety meg for its entertainment have 
een made at Auckland, Sydney, and Mel- 
bourne, It is expected to reach Manila, 
after a visit to Japanese ports, about 
Oct. 1, returning to Hampton Roads in 
the latter part of February, fourteen 
months after starting from the Atlantic. 

The reassembling of the fleet began 
more than a week ago, and the Kear- 
sarge, which finished loading ammunition 
at Mare Island Navy Yard yesterday, was 
the last to drop anchor in her place in 
man-of-war row last night. 

The ships, according to Admiral Sperry, 
are in better shape than when they left 
Hampton Roads last December. The fire 
control system, which was only complete 
on a few of the ships, is now thoroughly 
installed on each one. 

The places of the Alabama and Maine, 
which came around South America with 
the fleet and which sailed from here June 
8 homeward bound as a special service 
squadron, have been taken by the bat- 
tleships Wisconsin and Nebraska. - Capt. 
R. Morrell of the Wisconsin has been re- 
tired, and Commander F. C. Beattie of the 
cruiser Charleston has been assigned to 
the command of that ship. The Charles- 
ton {s at Bremerton, and Commander 
Beattie is expected to arrive to-morrow to 
assume his new duties. 

To-day was the last day that the pub- 
lic were admitted on board the warships, 
To-morrow visitors will be restricted to 
relatives and friends of the officers. 


FINAL CAMP MANOEUVRES. 


Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and Mary- 
land Troops Enter Pine Plains. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PINE CAMP, N. Y., June 5.—The final 
ten-day period of the Pine Plains ma- 
noeuvres began to-day, and a week from 
next Wednesday the largest joint encamp- 
ment of regular and State troops ever 
held in this part of the country will come 
to an end. So far the regular officers 
who have had the direction of the ma- 
noeuvres declare the encampment to have 
been a success, and that the training 
given the troops, particularly those of 
the National Guard, will prove of incal- 
culable benefit. 

In the period that ended to-day the Na- 
tional Guard from New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, and New Jersey formed the civil- 
fun arm of the forces encamped here, and 
in this last ten-day period now beginning 
their places wil] be taken by troops from 


Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and Mary- 
lard. As in the two previous gee 4 pe- 
riods, the instructions will be mostly of 
the fleld type, the object being to train 
the men how to handle themselves and 
the officers how to direct their commands 
in time of actual warfare. 

Whether or not the great encampment 
of 50,000 troops that Assistant Secretary 
of War Oliver has said will probably be 
held next year in the Department of the 
East will take place on Pine Plains is of 
course the principal topic of conversa- 
tion by the officers stationed here. If 
the troops do come here it is quite certain 
that when a do the Government will 
hold title to all of Pine Plains and sev- 
eral thousand acres of the surrounding 
country_ besides. 

Gen. Grant has appointed a commission 
of regular officers, who are now going 
over the situation, and the future course 
of the Government as regards the perma- 
nent location of rounds of the First 
Army Corps, that is to be formed by the 
amalgamation of State and Federal 
troops in the northeastern section of the 
country, will depend largely on the nature 
of the report that this committee will 
submit. ’

While the thousands who visited the 
Roosevelt were looking over the craft 
yesterday the scientific members. .of 
Peary’s party and the crew were busy 
getting everything ready for the start 
to-day. Dr. Goodsell, the surgeon of the 
expedition, was busy arranging his laboras 
tory, for it is his intention while in the 
arctic to make a microscopic study of the 
various diseases that afflict the Eskimos, 


Commander Peary had a busy last Sun- 
day in New York. He was up soon after 
4 o'clock, and at 5 was on board the 
Roosevelt to see that the final prepara- 
tions were under way. Then he went 
back to the Grand Union Hotel, looked 
over his mail, and received his friends. 
The afternoon he gave to his family. To- 
morrow morning, with Mrs. Peary, he 
will go to Oyster Bay, where they will 
have luncheon with the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt at Sagamore Hill. 

After the luncheon the President will 
go on board and inspect the Rooseyelt, 
which will anchor off Sagamore Hill to- 
morrow afternoon. When the President 


leaves the ship she will sail for Sydney. 
Commander Peary will leave the vessel 
with President Roosevelt and return to 
New York. To-morrow night he will 
leave by rail for Sydney. 

An important part of the cargo on the 
Roosevelt is the large assortment of usé- 
ful presents that Commander Peary is 
taking north for his friends the Eskimos, 


He knows everybody in the tribe except 
the babies born since his visit, and not @ 
person has been forgotten. The presents 
are all staple things, for on his first 
expedition to the polar regions Com- 
mander Peary found that the Eskimos 
desired only those things that were useful 
to them. They cared not for beads, fancy, 
clothes, or toys. 

“TI am taking a lot of things for my 
faithful friends up there,’ said Com- 
mander Peary last night. ‘‘ Some of them 
are presents pure and simple, while the 
rest will be used in paying them for the 
services they render me. It would be 
ridiculous to offer them money. They 
have no conception of the unit of value. 
I am taking the men such things as 

ns, ammunition, knives, steel shoes 
or their sledges, hammers, hatchets, and 
other useful tools. Those are the things 
they desire and prize the most. ; 

‘For the women I have large quantities 
of needles, thimbles, scissors, and mir- 
rors. They do not want beads, nor do 
they have any desire for the fancy things 
that the Indians hanker for. The mirror 
is the nearest thing to a luxury that ap- 
peals to them, and I have a sufficient 
supply on board the Roosevelt to last 
them for years to come.” 

Commander Peary sald he would de- 

end absolutely on the game to be found 

n the arctic for his meat supply. This 
game consists mostly of reindeer, musik 
oxen, and walrus. The supply has never 
failed him, he added, on any of his expe- 
ditions to the North. Some of the foods 
he will carry with him, in addition. to 
his supply of pemmican, tea, and pilot 
biscuit, the three staple foods for use in 
the arctic, are canned vegetables anda 
large supply of canned peaches and pears. 

“T always see to it that every person 
with me has a dessert on Sunday,’ said 
Commander Peary, “and that is why I 
am taking peaches and pears. 

The scientific equipment to be used in 
this expedition is now on board the 
Roosevelt, and is probably the most com- 
plete ever taken to the polar regions, 
consisting as it does of all the instrue 
ments needed in meteorological, astroe 
nomical, and tidal observations.

Possibly the most important gain is the 
adoption of the simplified forms in the 
normal! schools in the Middle West. Dr. 
David Fehnby, President of the Illinois 
State Normal University, and Dr. Homer 
H. Seerley, the President of the Iowa 
State Normal Schoo] at Cedar Rapids, 
have introduced the new spel'ings into 
those institutions, and, according to the 
statement of Charles P. G. Scott, Secre- 
tary of the board, the change met with 
no opposition whatever. From these two 
normal schools, within the next year, 
some 4,000 graduates will go out as teach- 
ers, and in their turn teach the young 
idea to shoot along simplified lines until 
conservative Boards of Education forbid. 
Consequently, within a generation or so it 
may be reasonably feared that Iowa and 
Illinois at least will write their English 
in a fairly ‘‘fonetic’’ style. As other 
Western normal schools are taking up 
the matter, it is by no means unlikely 
that the West will be properly simplified, 
while New York and Boston still cling to 
the orthography of the forefathers. 

Still, some influential converts have 
been won over in New York State, and 
have been added to the Advisory Council, 
which now has thirty-five prominent New 
Yorkers. Stewart L. Woodford ig now to 
‘filamin’? the darkened spellings of the 
legal profession, while Willis Paine and 
Spencer Trask are trying to bring about 
the same “ progressive ’’ spirit among the 
bankers.

A 
compromise was effected, and the Kath- 
erine's small boat was sent for the cus- 
toms men. The inspecting party found 
the Katherine, which had come in from 
Florida, in good condition except that her 
bell was out of order. 

The next encounter was off Fort Wads- 
worth, when the Timmins fell in with 
the yacht Helen R., with Magistrate 
Tighe of Brooklyn in command. Two 
eight-oared shells and their crews going 
to race in Flushing Bay were on the 
Helen R.

Slow Improvement Continues—Strong

The shortening of the business week 
‘by the Independence Day holiday and

sound financial basis. In Kis history 
of Lombard Street Walter Bagehot re- 
marks, apropos of “good times,” that 
“all people are most credulous when 
they are most happy.” The reverse of 
this is also true, and fn the present pe- 
riod of “bad times” it is plain tkat 
people are so depressed as to be highly 
incredulous in the presence of reports 
tending to prove a return to better con- 
ditions. Outside of the financial com- 
munity itself, which is trained to un- 
derstand these things, the multiplying 
signs of slow improvement are almost 
ermtirely disregarded. What is wanted, 
apparently, is some spectacular proof 
of the complete reappearance of pros- 
perity. If one of our great industrials 
were to announce the re-employment of 
10;000 men in’ one day, the fact would 
be accepted as evidence of a return of 
good times. In place of this we have 
gradual additions to forces here and 
there through the country, and news of 
this is looked upon with doubt and 
suspicion, as is the daily advice of 
slowly enlarging orders for materials 
of one kind and another. And yet the 
improvement is real and, best of all, 
Substantial. It will be recalled that 
one of the first signs of depression in 
the mercantile trade was the reduction 
by the great Chicago house of Marshall 
| Fielg & Co. in cotton goods prices. This 
| first cut was followed by others in dif- 
ferent sections of the country, and 
trade languished. Last week this Chi- 
cago house addressed to correspondents 
a circular stating it as the opinion of 
the house that cotton goods had 
touched their lowest prices, and that an 
udvance might be expected by the mid- 
die of the manth. In a general way the 
‘record of business failures for the last 
three months of the first half of the 
year points to similar betterment, for, 
as compared with the first three 
months, there is a decrease of over 
1,000 in the number of fallures and a 
reduction of $27,000,000, or one-third, 
in the amount of indebtedness involved.

It will be recalled that following the 
|outbrerk of marleet weakness over a 
year ago, and through the subsequent 
shocks of the panic and up to the time 
of recovery in February, newspaper 
{columns were filled almost daily with 
reports of the great increases in the 
numbers of stockholders of railroad and 
industrial corporations. A recent com- 
pilation, made up from figures derived 
from the corporations themselves, al- 
lows the recapitulation here of A cer- 
tain number of conspicuous instances. 
'For example, New York Central stock- 
holders numbered 16,445 on the eve of 
the October disturbance, and 22,098 in 
May; United States Steel stockholders 
in a little longer period increased near- 
ly 35,000, Amalgamated Copper share- 
holders increased 6,000, and Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad holders some 15,0060. If 
we take the increase of some 6,000 in 
the number of holders in the New York 
Central and seek the bearing of this on 
the stock market an explanation of 
the strength of the leading shares will 
be obvious. Supposé, for argument’s 
sake, the average number of shares 
purchased by each of these new stock- 
holders to have been 30, a conservative 
number; the quantity of stock actually 
available for trading purposes on the 
Stock Exchange has been reduced by 
180.609 shares. New York Central’s 
entire capital stock amounts to about 
1,750,000 shares, so that there has been 
remmpved from the speculative arena 
about one-tenth of the road's stock.

PROPELLER PITCH CHANGED 


-- 


Moderate Speeds Developed So Far 
Thought to be Due in Part to 
the Desire to Save Coal. 


The statement credited to the Cunard 


Line officials at Liverpool previous to the 
departure of the Lusitania last Saturday 
that the pitch of hor propellers had been 
readjusted, and in consequence the engi- 
neers expected her to average 27 knots 
an hour on her westward passage, has 
created interest in engineering circles on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The average 
speed of the Lusitanta on her westward 
trip when she eclipsed all previous reo- 
ords of the Mauretania. as well as her 
own was 24.88 knots. On this run the 
whole of the coal gupplied to the Lusita- 
nia came from Wales, which was shown 
to burn better, give more steam, and less 
work to the firemen than any mixture of 
coals supplied on her previous voyages 
between New York and Liverpool. The 
coal om her present run westward has 
been supplied from the same mines, and, 
with the recemt docking of the liner and 
alleged improvement in the pitch of the 
propellers, en increase in speed is ox- 
peoted. 

The fact that the earlier runs of the two 
giant Cunarders, Mauretania and Lusi- 
tanla, did not come up to the expecta- 
tions of the British Government, which id 
paying $750,000 a year subsidy on the two 
vessels, led to the belief among Huropeain 
competitors that the liners were incapa- 
ble of maintaining the speed they were 
intended to, 

In dealing with this question Engineer. 
ing in its current issue says: 

“The moderate speed maintained until 
recently by the Mauretania and Lusi- 
tania wag attributable partly to fortune 
and in part to policy. Fine performances 
have again and again been frustrated by 
the advent of fog, while the fact that 
during the Winter season considerably 
lower fare are charged than during the 
Summer months must undoubtedly be an 
inducement to the proprietors of the boats 
to keep down the coal bill, 

“Summer fares going westward come 
in next month, and we should not be sur- 
prised to see the Lusitania make a series 
of new records on her passages to New 
York, but it is questionable if her sister

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ship, the Mauretania, will show any sub- 
stantial improvement until her port for- 
ward propeller is replaced. 

“In the meantime the runs with three 
screws should provide some very valuable 
data on screw performances which it is 
hoped the Cunard Line will see fit to 
publish. The mean speed of the Maure- 
tania on the round voyage, when she 
averaged 24.48 knots, could be realized 
with four propellers transmitting collect- 
ively about 55,000 horse power, or for 
three propellers 58,500 horse power. 

‘“‘The reports published in the various 
papers on the coal consumption of the 


steamers have proved to be far in excess} 


of the real facts, It was rumored, for ex- 
ample, that the Lusitania consumed over 
7,000 tons on her earlier voyages across 
the Atlantic, whereas the actual con- 
sumption on the Lusitania’s third voyage 
was just 4,000 tons, including that ex- 
pended for raising steam for auxiliary 
purposes. 

‘In the forty-eight-hour full power trials 
the turbines developed rather over 78,000 
shaft horse power, equal to 19,500 horse 
power per turbine fortwenty-six knots. Act- 
ually the low-pressure turbines developed 
rather more than the high-pressure ones, 
in fact but very little less‘than 21,000 
each. Each screw is capable of trans- 
mitting this amount of power with fair 


léfficiency, and with three propellers of 


the Mauretania developing this ammount 
each a speed of 25.2 knots should | pe 
maintained, other things being equal, 

With respect to the repairs to the Maure- 
tania, the head of a well-known American 
eas firm said yesterday: 

‘““T have been informed that the Maure- 
tania will not.be in full working order 
with her four propellers until she comes 
out of the dry dock in October. On the 
face of this statement it seems incredibl® 
that the damage to ae liner simply con- 
sisted of a few broken blades olf her 
port forward propeller. I have heen told 
hat the turbine would have to be lifted 
out of its bed, and that was the cause 
of the delay. It was said that one of 
the engineers went ‘to clear the drain 
pipe from the port forward turbine, which 
ad got choked with oll, and he let one 
of his tools slip inside the turbine, which 
whirled it around at terrific speed when 
the turbine was set at full speed later, 
and it was this simple accident that 
bad caused all the damage which would 
mean some thousands of dollars before it 
was put right. 

“With regard to the great speed made 
by the Mauretania under three screws, it 
is said that blades were broken off one 
scréw so that the other screw on the 
same side was replaced by one of coarser 
pitch which had given such fine results. 

‘Undoubtedly synchronism was des 
stroyed,’”’ sald the shipbuilder, ‘‘ and yvi- 
bration of the hull greatly lessened, 
which may be a factor, in a small meas- 
ure, for making better speed.”

Two Negroes Killed When Car Ran

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CAR FENDER TESTS 
FOR UTILITIES BOARD 


Experiments Will Be Held to De- 
termine Which Is_ the 
Best Safeguard. 

\ 


DUMMY FIGURES TO BE USED 


Safety Devices Submitted by Many In- 


ventors Both In This Coun- 
try and Abroad. 


The Public Service Commission has ar- 
ranged to conduct in the next three 
months a series of tests to determine 
what form of fender is most desirable 
for the street cars of the city. The first 
test is to be held at the General Electric 
Works, Schenectady, N. Y,, in September, 
and the seoond at the Westinghouse Hlec- 
trie and Manufacturing Company's works 
in Pittsburg, - 

The commission decided to take up this 
question as a result of its experience. It 
was amazed at the number of accidents 
to life and limb which take place daily 
in the streets of New York. The dally re- 
turns from the street railway companies 
show that every month there are from 
forty to fifty persons killed outright, and 
@ much larger number injured. In the 
last six months of 1907 288 were killed, 
an average of 48 a month, 

To consider this state of affairs the 
commission appointed a committee, con- 
sisting of A. W. McLimont, electrical 
engineer of the commission; Daniel L. 
Turner, chief engineer of the Transit 
Inspection Bureau, and George F. Dag- 
gett, chief of the Accident Bureau. To 
this committee have come innumerable 
suggestions for the prevention of acci- | 
dents, and inventors from every State in 
the Union as well as England and Scot- 
land have submitted their ideas. 

Some of the devices suggested are al-| 
ready in use on street car lines, others 
have been patented, and still others have 
never been tested. Nearly all the inven- 
tors deal with wheel guards, as it 
is clear that most of the accidents result 
from the failure of fenders of every de- 
scription to prevent a man falling or 
lying on the track from being caught un- 
der the wheels, 

As far as possible the committee has 
already examined the devices submitted 
to it by means of models set up in the 
offices of the commission. But it soon 
became manifest that a more thorough 
investigation would be necessary to de- 
termine which was really the best device. 
It was decided, therefore, to hold public 
tests under conditions approximating as

nearly as practicable those prevailing 
in the streets. To make them impartial 
it was agreed that they should not be 
heid in New York.’ It was feared that as 
the local street car companies and manu- 
factueing concerns are greatly interested 
in the test, outside inventors might con- 
tend that conditions had been so fixed as 
to favor the New Yorkers. 

No such tests have ever before been 
held, and it is believed that what the 
Public Service Commission recommends as 
the best safety devices will be accepted 
as such by other authorities both in this 
country and abroad. 

In looking around for a neutral terri- 
tory for the tests it was found that neither 
the General Electric works at Schenec- 
tady nor the Westinghouse plant at Pitts- 
burg had any interest, direct or indirect, 
in safety devices of the kind required. 
Both offered every facility in the way of 


tracks, trolley wires, cars, and motormen, 
and were willing to render the commis- 
sion every assistance in their power. 

For the test special stretches of track 
are to be prepared. On them an electric 
car system similar to those in operation 
in New York will be installed. Dummies 
will be used to represent persons. They 
will be placed on the tracks and will be 
run into with fenders of various designs, 
attached to cars running at from eight to 
twenty miles an hour. 

There are to be three types of dummies. 
One of 170 pounds is designed to repre- 
sent an adult of full weight. A youth or 
a woman will be supposed to be the 
equivalent of a dummy of 120 pounds. An 
average child is held to be the equal of a 
bag of 50 pounds weight. Ten different 
tests with each dummy will be made. 
They will include an upright position fac- 
ing the car and away from it, and an up- 
right position with the side of the body 
toward the car. In addition the dummies | 
will be laid on the tracks in various atti- 
tudes, and particular attention will be 
paid to the way in which the heads, arms, 
and legs of the dummies meet the on- 
Slaughts of the car. ( 

The test at Seheanetety, will occupy 
about ten days, but at ittsburg less 
time will be spent, as there are fewer 
competitors from the West. The engi- 
neers of the commission are already at} 
work on the special tracks at both! 
Schenectady and Pittsburg. When. the} 
tests begin it is expected gthat repre- | 
sentatives of the up-State Public Service | 
Commission and many railroad engineers | 
will be present, as well as the committee 
sent from New York. 


BONUS SYSTEM ON ATCHISON. 


Lowers Cost of Work and Is Satisfac- 
tory to Employes. 


Recent extensions of the bonus system | 
in the shops of the Atchison, Topeka & | 
Santa F6 Railroad have brought the total 
number of men paid under the bonus/| 
system up to 8,000, or about 62 per cent. 
of the entire shop force of the Atchison. 
The system, which has been in use by 
the Atchison for about four years, is thor- 
oughly intrenched, and has met with the 
hearty approval, it Is stated, not only 
the railroad management, but of the men 
themselves, 

The Atchison’s experience, it is claimed, 
has shown that the bonus system not 
only stimulates the men to better work, 
but is an actual source of saving to the 
railroad, the cost of work being lower 
under the bonus system than under the 
straight wage system,

“UNITED STATES 
DEPOSIT FUNDS” 


Controller Glynn’s Report on 
Their Abuse Revives An- 
cient History. 


TURNED OVER IN 1837 


Government Placed In All $28,000,000 
with States and Has Never 
Been Able to Recall It. 


State Controller Glynn’s announcement 

last week that he had found abuses in 
connection with the handling of the 
“United States deposit funds” in this 
State called to mind a curious phase of 
the financial history of the United States 
in the early part of the last century. 
‘ An act of June 23, 1836, regulating de- 
posits of United States money, provided 
that the surplus in the United States 
Treasury in excess of $5,000,000 for a 
working balance might be deposited with 
the States in proportion to their repre- 
sentation in Congress. Such‘ deposits 
were to be made in four equal install- 
ments, beginning Jan. 1, 1837. The States 
were compelled to authorize their Treas- 
urers to receive the money and to pledge 
its return on demand of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. The act specifically pro- 
vided that the funds were to be held as 
“deposits,” but the feeling was very 
strong that the amounts of money so de- 
posited constituted actual gifts to the 
States. 

The measure was finally passed after 
much discussion and after a bill to donate 
the money to the States had been vetoed 
as unconstitutional. There wag ultimate- 
ly transferred to the States concerned 
$28,101,644. The amount still held by New 
York State is $4,000,000. 

The distribution to the different States 
of this surplus led to the creation of 
£0-called “ fiscal banks’’ by a number of 
the States, while others selected public 
depositaries, and much favoritism fol- 
lowed. Various enterprises were under- 
taken by the States, including railroad 
and canal projects, and an era of specu- 
lation set in upon the payment of the 
first installment of some $9,000,000 in 
January, 1837. After the payment of tho | 
second installment to the States in Apri}, | 
the same year, the serious nature of the 
financial and commercial situation being 
apparent, a public meeting was held lm 
New York and a committee of fifty ap- 
pointed, with Gallatin at its head, to ap- 


peal to the Government to throw over & 
policy so injurious to the welfare of ‘he 
country. In May specie payments were 
suspended, over 250 failures reported, and 
in the middle of the month President Van 
Buren called Congress to meet in special 
session the following September. In spite 
of the prevalence of such unsettling con- 
ditions Secretary of the Treasury Wood- 
bury, in July, paid over the third in- 
stallment of the Treasury surplus to the 
States, and, as Mr. A. Barton Hepburn 
points out in hig book, “Contest for 
Sound Money,” in doing so barely es- 
caped defaulting in his own payments. 

On Oct. 2 of that year an act of Con- 
gress postponed the payment of the fourth 
installment of these deposits for the 
States pntil Jan. 1, 1839, at which timo 
there rove to be no surplus to divide. 
On ct. 16 Congress took away from 
the Secretary of the Treasury the power 
to recall the State deposits, reserving to 
itself this right. 

The $28,101,644 paid over to the States 
in the three installments mentioned re- 
mains on “ deposit” to this day and Is 
carried on the books of the Treasury 
as “unavailable.” A number of times 
the suggestion has been made that It 
should be recalled, while on the other 
hand a number of the States, even re- 
cently, have asked for the fourth install- 
ment, although this has never been paid 


out. 
Secretary Cortelyou is facing a deficit 


of $60,000,000 for the last fiscal year, 
with heavy expenditures still to meet, and 
the $28,000,000 of United States money 
deposited with various States would un- 
doubtedly be a welcome addition to his 
meagre supply. There is, however, no 
least chance of its recall at this or any 
other time, however slight the pretension 
of the different States to its retention may 


be. 

Controller Glynn, in his report made 
public last week, stated that to the State 
there had been lost some $500,000 as a 
result of the bad administration of that 
portion of the deposits held by New York. 
He recommended the abolition of the of- 
fice of Loan Commissioner and legisla- 
tion looking to the investment of the 
funds in conformity with the established 
policy of the State for sinking and other 
trust funds. Similar recommendations 
have been made for thirty years past, 
but have met with no response from the 
Legislature, and the situation Is now the 
same as it was sixty years ago, when 
the office of Loan Commissioner to ad- 
minister the funds was first created. 


_ TWO NEW STEAMERS HERE. 


The Isthman, Carrying Salmon, Comes 
from Seattle Through the Straits. 


‘Two new steamers entered port yester- 
day. The American-built steamer Isth- 
mian came from Seattle by way of 
the Strait of Magellan. The new Italian 


steamer Verona arrived from Philadelphia, 
She brought 10 cabin and 874 steerage 
passengers in transit for Italy. The Ve- 
rona was built by Workman, Clark & Co. 
of Belfast, Ireland. She has a net reg- 
istered tonnage of 6,020. 

The Isthmian is a modern freight steam- 
er built by t Union Iron Works at San 
Francisco. She is 5,404 tons gross and 
8,463 tons register. The Isthmian brings 
a full cargo of salmon and merchandise.

TWO FIRE COMPANIES 
OVERCOME IN CELLAR 


A Continuous Procession of Used 
Up Firemen Comes from 
Underground Blaze. 


REVIVED, THEY GO BACK 


Grand Street Trunkmakers, Drawing 
Oil, Set Place Afire and Both 
Are Painfully Burned. 


A small fire in the deep cellar of the 
three-story building at 270 Grand Street 
yesterday afternoon at 1:20 o'clock over- 
came successively every fireman of the 
two companies that were fighting it, no 
one of the fire-fighting force escaping 
except Battalion Chief Rogan. 

The firemen rushed back into the cellar 
after having been revived, and the blaze 
was extinguished before it had got out 
of the cellar, the damage being less than 
$200. 

Sussman Mark has a small*trunk factory 
in the basement of this building. There he 
does his woodwork, and down in the deep 
cellar, below the basement, he keeps his 
oils and varnishes. This cellar is bricked 
up, having no outlet except a narrow door 
leading up ‘to a little winding stairway 
to the basement above. 


Isador Schwartz, of 34 Bayard Street, | 


a fellow-trunkmaker, came up to Mark's 
place yesterday with a two-gallon can to 
borrow some,linseed oil. He did not want 
to work on Sunday, but was getting ready 
for Monday. 

At any rate, Mark took the can, and, 
followed by Isador Schwartz, went down 
to the cellar to draw the oil from a bar- 
rel. He lit the gas, but that did not fur- 
nish enough light, and so he lit a candle 
and set it down on the floor near the oil 
can. There was an explosion, and the 
clothing of Mark and Schwartz caught 
fire. They ran up stairs, and with their 
hands beat out the flames. Their hands 
and bodies were painfully burned. 

Some one turned in an alarm which 
brought Engine Company 6 from Ludlow 
Street and Hook and Ladder Company 17 
from Canal Street. 

Lieut. John J. Jolly led his four hook 


and ladder men into the basement, now | 


filled with smoke, and then on down into 
the cellar. The fumes from the burning 
oils and varnishes that reached the street 


were stifling. The firemen pushed down| 


into a cellar that was choked with these 
fumes, 

The first man that reached the foot of 
the stairs collapsed,~the next man stumb- 


ling over him. Those behind picked up the} 


bodies of those in front and rushed them 
to the sidewalk above. 

At sight of the first unconscious fire- 
men three ambulances were called from 
Gouverneur Hospital by the police, and 
Drs. Kramer, Roy, and Rusell had their 
hands full for thirty minutes. The men 
soon recovered, and ran headlong back 
toward the cellar. 


~ A this time Engine Company 6 had 
arrived, in charge of Lieut. Oscar 
Hoeffling. The men made a rush for 
the smoke-belching cellar. As soon as 
they got to the stairs they went down 
under the heavy gases. 

It then seemed to become a contést 
to see whether the five hook and ladder 
men or the five engine men would get 
down to& the cellar and fall unconscious 
the quickest. There was a continuous 
stream of fresh and revived firemen go- 
ing down, and a continuous stream of 
ee en coming back up to 
the sidew for treatment. Every man 
except Battalion Chief Rogan was over- 
come twice iat least. But the hose which 
the engine men had got to the foot of 
the cellar stairs was pumping water into 
the cellar, amd there had not been much 
fire In there at any time. As the water

Police Thus Account for the 
Strange Case, of Publisher 
Who Was a Sleepwalker. 


|LEFT ALONE IN A HOUSE 


Failure t6 Return to His Boston Home 
Alarmed His Family and Dis- 
closed His Death.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 5.—Joseph 





| Vose of Boston, for years a professor at 

Amherst College and Office Superintend- 
ent of Silver, Burdett & Co., 
|ers of school books, of Manhattan and 
Boston, was found dead early to-day with 
a bullet in his brain at ‘the residence 
| of Jacob Winn Brown, 138 Fisher Avenue, 
| White Plains. 

Coroner Ulrich Weisendanger of Yonk- 
ers learned that Mr. Vose had suffered 
from insomnia and somnambulism. It 
was suggested that he might have killed 

himself while dreaming. This theory has 
been advanced by the police. Jacob Winn 

Brown also is connected with Silver, 

Burdett & Co., and when he went to 

Boston on Wednesday last with his fam- 
| sly he requested Mr. Vose to sleep in 
jhis house at White Plains until Mrs. 
Brown and her children returned. 

Coroner Welsendanger said that Mr. 
Vose had probably killed himself on 
Thursday night, as that evening was the 
last time he was seen alive. He was alone 
in the house, as Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
had sent their servants away. It was the 
intention of Mr. Vose to leave by boat 
on Friday evening for Boston to join his 
family, who live at Newton Highlands on 
the outskirts of Boston. When he failed 
to appear Mrs. Vose became alarmed and 
telegraphed to Edward O. Silver, President 
of the publishing firm. Word was sent 
to White Plains to look for the missing 
man. 

Alderman Arthur Holland and Harry 
Hamilton, Secretary of the White Plains 
Bank, who live near the Brown residence, 
climbed on the roof of the veranda early 
this morning, and when they looked in 
the frant bedroom on the second floor they 
saw Mr. Vose lying on the bed. Clutched 
{in his hand was a revolver which belonged 
to Mr. Brown. He had placed the re- 
ivolver in his 
through his brain. 

Mr. Brown told Coroner Weisendanger 
that he kept the revolver under the bed, 
as burglars had entered his house several 
years ago and robbed him of jewels and 
silverware. Both Mr. Silver and Dr. Rob- 
ert H. Vose, a brother of the dead man, 








the Coroner there was no reason for Mr. 
Vose ending. his life. He had no family 
or business troubles. 

Mr. Vose’s father and mother died a 
few months ago, and after that he suf- 
fered from insomnia, byt on no occasion 
had he given the slightest hint that he 
would commit suicide. He was 45 years 
old, and was graduated from Amherst 
College twenty-four years ago. It was 
only recently that he was appointed Su- 
perintendent of the office of the publish- 
ing firm at 281 West Thirty-ninth Street, 
Manhattan. He had been connected with 
the firm in Boston, but several years ago 
went into business for himself.
